Work on the big smelter for 
handling gold and copper near At- 
lanta is now in progress. The 
company has bought eighty acres 
of land at Oakdale nine miles west 
of Atlanta on "the Southern rail- 
way. The sample department will 
be compteted by the 15th of Octo - 
ber and at that time tbe company 
will begin to buy ores. The 
freight rates on most roads will be 
about a dollar per ton for a hun- 
dred miles and the charge for treat- 
ment of ores will bo made very 
low, so that it can be made to pay 
to ship low-grade ores. The ores 
must be shipped in cars loaded to 
their marked capacity, and con- 
signed to the company at Oakdale, 
Ga. Shipments of ore will be 
sampled and complete analysis 
made without delay and assay eer - 
tificate, together with sample of 
ore will be sent with check in full 
payment of ore shipment less 
freight and treatment charges. 
This method of business will pre- 
vail except in special contracts of 
large daily shipments.

There feayg sJready hem 
enrolled. 172 pupils— more than the 
prescntseating capacity — but all 
who enteivwilil be accomodated M 
possible. ChaIy4hose pupils how- 
ever who attend.- -school the ;first 
day will be sure of securing desks, 
others will be permitted to provide 
themselves with tables and chairs. 

The morning session will extend 
from 8:30 to 12 o'clock; the after- 
noon session from 1 te 3. i.'Etfpil« 
will be governed in coming to 
school by the ringing of the school 
bell, f the first signal being- soemded 
SO minutes before each session be- 
gins. Pupils will not be permit- 
ted to assemble on the s6hoot 
premises before these signals are 
nded. Monday will be the 
weekly holiday instead of Satur- 
day. No tuition fee is charged pu- 
pils between the ages of 6 and 18 
inclusive, who live within the cor- 
porate limits of the town. Pupils 
18 and all who live outside of the 
town wis be charged tuition at the 
rate of$l<00 .for each month or 
fractional part ' thereof and this 
rtaition must be paid in advance 
each month to the Treasurer of the 
Board, Mr.tJ£F. Moore, and a re- 
ceipfetthere^f or . presented • regular- 
lyjto the principal.

MINING m GEORGIA, 



Been Making a Tom of 
the Mines. 

r Mr, Louis Berckmans, who has 
just returned from a tour of tho 
mining interests of Georgia, talks 
most interestingly of his observa- 
tions. The Herald had a delight • 
ful interview with him last night. 

The gold niin.inar.of -North Geor- 
gia is being actively revived. 
•Western, Northern and English 
capital is now being invested i© 
large amounts in these gold fields. 
Several million dollars having al- 
ready been placed in a srrull area. 

Two miles north of the beauti- 
ful Nacoochee valley is located a 
mine which is now attracting much 
attention; this is the well known 
"Lot No. 10" of White county, 
And contains two hundred and fjfty 
jsLcj-es. When gold mining was in 
activity in Georgia, many years 
since, this lot was placer worked 
and the owners took out many 
thousands of dollars of the yellow 
metal, but it remained for Mr. 
Jones to uncoyer the hidden wealth 
of _ ".Lot No, 10." By means of 
water and dynamite ho has uncov- 
ered and located a belt of veins 
running through his property for 
a distance of thirty-eight hundred 
feet, and of a width 'of four hun- 
dred feet. This belt contain 6 
y.eins in width from five to forty 
feet, ore from these by actual test 
show eight dollars per ton in gold\ 
selected portions several hundred 
dollars per ton. This makes one 
of the largest ore deposits opened 
in the South. 

The Haile mine in South Caroli- 
na, one of the pineer mines in the 
South pays a handsome dividend 
on ore averaging four dollars and 
fifty cents per ton; this will give 
an idea as to the value of Mr. 
Jones' mine. 

The great difficulty heretofore in 
the South has been in the treat- 
ment of sulphnrets — these contain 
the main vuitie of arold; buL this 
problem has been solved by the 
wetChlorinatioa process as modi- 
fied by Mr. Adolph Theis, of the 
Haile mine: 

With large bodies of ore located, 
it is today a problem of sufficient 
capital and good management, and 
isin no sense a speculation. The 
conditions are most favorable as t< 
labor, climate, sufficient watei 
supply, etc., and with the influx of 
foreign and home capital Georgia 
is now taking her proper place ai 
a mining state. Under tlie condi- 
tions existing in the South ore run 
aina: oyer three dollars and fifty 
cents per ton in larare quantities 
will pay a handsome dividend, and 
were similar prospects in other 
gold producing states they would 
peed no lack of capital for (level- 
ing the mine. On the Glen Comyn, 
property of Mr. C. C. Jones, I 
saV one rein located for oyer one 
thousand feei, and twenty to thirty) 
feed- wide openings 0'1& hundred 
f6et in depth. The present open- 
ings above water level on this yem 
alone prove 40,G0€M:oris of ore in 
sight.- The ore from this vein 
would average about $8 per ton 
f f onraet'Sai fest. Tfib'Concentrsted 
snlphurets from' two to four, bun- 
hnndred dollars per ton, but it 
will require a largo capital to put I 
tip the necessary plant to work' 
this ore by the Chlorination pro-i 

With the plant in operation at 
"he Cherokee mine, the ore is min- 
'Cd, crushed, put through the stanip 
mill, roasted and Chlorinated at a

The Gainesville Eagle says that 
the deal between the Dahlonega C. 
G. M. Co. and D. E. Evans, of 
that city, for the water power, 
franchises, etc., is not dead at all. 
The company wished to run a street 
railway from the Southern depot 
to the river, where the power can 
be generated, through Green street 
and have the priyileges of hauling 
factory freights to the river over 
the lino in the event they could in- 
duce factories- to- move there and 
locate a't tho plant and take power. 
Some of the residents on Green 
street, as well as some on Main 
street, 'positively opposed the 
granting of these privileges for a 
term of more than two years. The 
promoters figored that it would 
eost not less thaw $40,000 to get a 
freight line out to their plant after 
two years, and the freights would 
not warrant such an outlay of 
money, and they coula not afford 
to &e shut off from their plant af- 
ter two- years tim-e:, therefore they 
sailed, die deal off.

In 1865—66, when a bill was in- 
troduced into the Legislature to 
give State aid to the Atlanta and 
Richmond Airline Railroad it was 
on condition that the road should 
be run by Gainesyille. The rep 
•esentative from Clark County, 
Mr. Adams, as well as leading cit- 
izens of Athens, opposed the meas 
stating that a road running 
above them next to the mountains 
would greatly injure the business 
of Athens, They said that the 
road should run through their city 
instead of Gainesville. 

While it is true that the bill 
passed the Legislature, Gov. Jenk- 
ins vetoed it, and it did not become 
a law. A few years after this Col, 
Price was in the Legislature and 
the same measure passed and be- 
came a law, giying aid to said road. 
It was finally built through 
Gainesville and, as far as I know, 
Athens was not injured, on the 
contrary has grown and grown 
every year since. 

Now Gainesville is in the same 
condition that Athens was in 1866, 
opposing any road north of her, 
but I am sure that Gainesville 
would not be damaged by a road 
to Dahlonega, for the population 
of the country would increase and 
business from the upscountry 
would become greater.

About Fruit Trees. 

Dahlonoera, Ga., 
August 15th, 1899. 
Editor Franklin Press: 

Some weeks ago there was 
communication in your paper- 
May 1 think— from M,. C. Lui 
ford, Jr., who brought a tv 
from a peach litrdp. with several 
peaches on it, which was taken from 
a limb thajt l,ay «P. the ground all 
the winter, and was full of peaches 
at %it time, being the only limb 
in all the orchard bearing peaches 
at this time. The inquiry is made, 
why did this limb carry the peach- 
es through the winter, and a,ot 
suffer from the severe cold which 
affected the rest of the orchard? 

1 beg to give this as the solution. 
1 state as a fact in the beginning, 
that the peach in the bud is for 
ed as early as August or Septe 
her, and remains in the bud all the 
winter, ready to come forth in the 
Spring. Last winter the exces- 
sively cold weather froze the pea,ch 
in the bud and killed it. "Why 
Jhen" you ask "were the peaches 
on that limb that lay on the ground 
not killed?" Because tije. limb be- 
ing on the ground and damp, ice 
was formed on the limb and cover- 
ed these buds. These buds were 
encased in ice when the tempera- 
ture was 32, and later when the 
temperature on the outside fell 
below zero, the cold was unable to 
penetrate the ice covering the 
peaches, and therefore, the peach- 
es acted upon by a temperature of 
only 32 which is not cold enough 
to kill peaches in the bud, they 
were preserved. 

I will state further that if an 
apple, peach or other tree is dug 
MP in cold weather and laid on th 
ground aud exposed to freeziu, 
weather and water being poured 
on the tree until thoroughly 
with w.atei;, and ice forms over the 
roota.and,all the U'ce, and it re- 
mains, all night with ice on it, you 
rpajr tyapsplapt it then and it will 
Ifce and grow pext Spring, but if 
the tree is dug and freezes full, it 
is impossible to make it grow, I 
know these to be facts, for I haye 
often verified them, having learned 
them from Dr. Ben Hamilton, who 
came to this country from Ruther- 
ford county, N. C. thirty-five years 
ago. 

1 wilt.jijegort another fact which 
has come to my notice more than 
once. Beach tree limbs over hang- 
ing water, carry their 'peaches 
through severe winter weather, 
while the top and other limbs are 
killed in the cold. The evapora- 
tion which is constantly going on 
keeps the lower limbs wet and 
does not reach the other limbs 
which remain dry, therefore, the 
peaches on the lower limbs are pre- 
served, while the olB*rs are killed.

The Statu commissioner of pet 
sions has tinirthed his work fi 
fiscal years and has placed hi 
reports in the hands of the prin- 
ter. 

From the report thg following 
facts and figures are taken: The 
totnl number of pensions paid in 
1898 was L0,309, against 11, 125 
for the year 1899, or an increase 
in 189',) over 1898 of 816 "pensions. 

The amount of money paid for 
pensions of all classes in 1898 was 
$609, 760 and in 1896 $652,820, an 
increase" of $42,060. The widows 
paid in 1898 were 3,830 and the 
amount paid (hem $226,800, and 
for the years 1899 the number of 
widows who drew pensions o.TOt'i 
and the amount paid them was 
$222,360, a decrease in the the 
number being; 124, and decrease in 
the amount paid on this class of 
pensioners, $7,440. 

For invalid claims in IS!)!) there 
were 3,453 pensioners paid, the 
amount being $l(S2,r>{)() and in 
1898 the number 3,398, the afijjpunt 
being $190,000, an increase of 50 

for the year 1899. 

In the indigent list during the 
year 1899 the number who drew 
pensions 3,166 and the amount 
$189,960, showing the increase of 
800 pensioners and $480,000 paid 
out on this branch of the pension 
act.
